Current code allows construction of an eight foot fence if the fence is located between a residential use and property 
zoned as a commercial or industrial base district; or between a residential use and property used for a commercial or 
industrial use. Under the current code, the residential and adjacent use must abut; a homeowner would not be 
permitted to build an eight foot fence if an alley separated their residence from the adjacent commercial or industrial 
use. The proposed change to the code will allow an eight foot fence to be built, even if an alley separates the two uses 
and they do not abut each other.
